RABIES. 


Considerable alarm has been caused 
in town owing to the discovery that 
several dogs have been troubled with 
rabies or hydrophobia, and the gov- 
ernment veterinary has been in town 
the past few days in regard to the 
matter. Dogs have been noticed act- 
ing strangely, biting other dogs and 
frothing at the mouth. The vet. pro- 
nounces it rabies, and that most 
stringent measures must be adopted 
to stump out the disease, The mayor 
has issued au order that dogs must be 
kept in, and all dogs found running at 
large will be shot. Chief Rothnie and 
several assistants have destroyed some 
fifteen or twenty dogs and their bodies 
have been burned. It will now be up 
to the citizens to see that the law is 
carried out, and the first symptom of 
anything wrong should cause the death 
of the animal. <A person trifling with 
this matter is trifling with life and 
death. We would suggest thatall do 
be muzzled, as they are in the old 
country during an epidemic of this 
kind, then there would be no danger 
of being bitten. The town will be 
quarantined probably for some 

months.

THE NEWSPAPER 
MAN’S INTEREST. 


If every citizen took as much 
interest in the upbuilding of his 
town as the newspaper man what 
a town we would have to be sure. 
He works for railroads, manu- 
factories, schools and churches, 
good streets and roads; urges, 
pleads, scolds and badgers and 
works around generally. Im- 
agine his feelings then when some 
lame, stringhalted kind of a 
fellow reproaches him because he 
don’t boom things enough. If 
the town does boom and the prices 
of real estate advance and the 
owners grow rich from the result 
of his labor, he makes very little 


-by it, but works along the same 


as ever in the“interests of his 
town. 

It it not infrequent that news- 
papers find themselves unappre- 
ciated by the men whom they 
have favored by their eupport, 
column after column being pub- 
lished in their favcr, and yet such 
favors when the test comes, are 
unappreciated. When you find 
your home paper taking no in- 
terest in you or your success, 
when you find it keeping aggra- 
vatingly silent when you think 
the editor should be tearing his 
linen in your behalf, do not work 
yourself in a fever of anxiety as to 
the cause, but just ask yourseli 


wherein nave you placed: the 
paper and its editor under obliga- 
tions to use space and energy for. 
you. 

A couple of years ago a 
sranky sort of an old man came 
into this office and stopped his 
paper because something in it 
did not just suit his fancy. We 
have frequently met him on the 
street since that time and it is 
amusing to note the look of sur- 
prise on the fellow’s faoe that we 
are still in existence regardless 
of the fact that he stopped hls 
paper. Some day—and it won’t 
be long either—that old gentle- 
man will turn up his toes. His 
heart will be stilled forever. 
Neighbors and friends will follow 
his Ilfeless clay to the silent city 
and lay it to rest among the 
flowers. An obituary will be pub- 
lished in these columns telling 
what a kind father, a good 
neighbor and beloved citizen he 
was—which the recording angel 
will overlook for charity’s sake, 
and in a very short time he will 
be forgotten. As he lies out there

WHAT SHOULD OUR CHILD- 
mEN READ ? 
— fj 


When a child refuses to go to 
school or to work, is disobedient 
and listless, there is something 
wrong. A child brought up with 
the right kind of books as com- 
panions will love his school and 
his books. 

Children are natural imitators. 
They will very soon learn to talk: 
and act as their companions on 
the street do. Or, if their leisure 
time is mostly spent with books, 
their thoughts will dwell on what 
they read about. And as a child 
thinketh so is he. His sole aim 
will soon be to emulate the deeds 
and character that are foremost 
in his thoughts. 

There is nothing printed that 
will take such complete posession 
ofa mind, to the exclusion of; 
everything else, as the stories, 
that have yellow covers, or such! 
stories, wherever found, as treat} 
of love and murder, hatred blood! 
and disaster with no feeling and 
as freely as though such a dis- 
‘play of passions were an every 
day occurance, and carry the im- 
pression that life without such 
scenes is tame and not worth 


‘and seconded by Dr. 


living, They {are so unreal that 
no one else ever thinks of claim- 
ing’ that there is one--word. of 
truth in them. 

A child cannot study or do any- 
thing while his mind is full of 
such trash. He is absent minded 
and acts as one in a dream. If 
he continues to read such stories 
he becomes discontented with his 
home and dissatisfied with all 
around him. His chief desire is 
to get out into the world Which 
his misguided imagination people 
with friends waiting to make a 
hero of him. 

While boys choose stories of 
Indians and pirates and girls 
read the sensational tales the in- 
fluence is just as baleful over one 
as the other. You can hardly 
take up a paper but you will find 
proof of this. Here you willread 
of two or more boys taking all 
the knives and pistols they can 
find and secretly starting out 
west to be cowboys and fight the 
Indians. Another paper tells of 
a boy or girl running away from 
home. I pick up the _ nearest 
paper to me and find the account 
of a boy in California killing him 
self and the only reason that 
could be found for the act was 
“he had been reading dime 
novels.”’ 

It is heartrending to notice 
how often the papers chronicle 
the taking of life in their teens. 

Very few parents will allow 
their children to have auch read- 
ing but unless there is an abun- 
dance of suitable reading at home 
a child will find some other way 
of supplying himself notwith- 
standing commands of his 
parents. - 

If taken while young a child’s 
likes and dislikes can be educated 
in almost any direction; and 
goodreading isa great help in 
making good children. A true 
story or a narrative of deeds that 
a human being might have done, 
history and tales of travel will 
linger in a child’s mind and in- 
spire him to be honest, noble and 
truthful; to honor and obey his 
parents and teachers and to love 
his school and companions. 

With a little planning by the 
mother home may be made the 
place to be preferred above all 
other places by the children, 
especially at night. 

Reading aloud and telling the 
best they can what has happened 
and what they have seen during 
the day, should be encouraged in 
children. Teachers will tell you 
there is a noticeable difference 
between scholars who have books 
and papers to read at home and 
those who have not.

Ottawa, March 15.—The west- 
ern Conservative members scored 
heavily to-night by forcing on 
the house aresolution demanding 
the immediate appointment of a 
western farmer to the railway 
commission. . 

The government was at first 
opposed to the resolution, but the 
western opposition representatives 
put wp such a vigorous fight that 
an emasculated amendment was 
finally proposed and was carried 
on a party vote. The amendment 
of the Liberals was simply that a 
man acquainted with western 
railway conditions be appointed. 

A number of -Liberals opposed 
the appointment of a farmer and 
even tks minister of railways was 
very lukewarm. It was a field 
day for ths western members and 
the new men from Manitoba and 
British Columbia in the house 
showed their splendid -debating 
ability. 

Glen Campbell, Dauphin; A. 
Meighen, Portage la Prairie and 
Martin Burrell, Yale-Cariboo, 
particularly shone and made 
capital speeches, eloquent logical : 
and witty, 


LATE DEBATE. 


It was long after midnight be- 
fore the debate was closed and 
the division called. The reso- 
lution was moved by W.N.Staples 
Schaffner. 
It was supported .by Arthur 
Meighen, Glen Campbell, J. I 
Armstrong, R.S. Lake, Martin 
Burrel and others. 

They urged strongly the nec- 
essity of the government filling 
the position at once. They 
pointed out that the resolution 
was only carrying out the wishes 
of the western farmers. The first 
government speakers opposed the 
resclution, including Dr. Clarke, 
of Red Deer, and Dr. Neely of 
Humbolt. Dr. Molloy hedged, 
and so vigorous did the Conser- 
vatives urge their views that 
Wm. Martin, Regina, finally pro- 
posed a harmless and meaningless 
amendment in order to save the 
face of the western Liberals with 
their farmer constituents. 

Mr. Staples pointed out the 


jimportance of the agricultural 


interests of the west and the nec- 
essity of immediately filling the 
vacancy. He appealed to the 


government to appoint a farmer 
and there were plenty of men of 
ability to be found:who would fill 
the positiun capably. The ap- 
pointment should have been made 
.before the recent trip of the rail- 
way commission. . While he was 
politically opposed, yet he would 
inform the government they 
would make no mistake in ap- 
pointing him. He asked the 
minister of agriculture to give 
this resolution his support. Mr. 
staples complained that Mr. 
Fisher had-not secured a proper 
share of appropriations for his 
department.

‘The School Question Again. 


To the Iditor of The News. 
Dear Sir :— 
Your paper is getting really 
interesting and should tend to 
increase its circulation. 
If a few more of us take up the 
,cudgel, the school question 
should be pretty well thrashed 
out. I cannot conceive of what 
manner of men that your last 
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correspondents can be... F. E. is 
opposed to free national edu- 
cation, but thinks it should be on 
the lines of the country’s re- 
ligion. 

There ig no class of religion 
sufficiently predominant in this 
country, unless it would be the 
plain religion of the Bible, upon 
which the Jaws and ‘constitution 
of our country is founded. 
Cosmopolitan wants to know who 
can hinder Rome from having 
separate schools. Why the major- 
ity of the people, of course. -F.E. 
sesms to be open to conviction, 
however, and with your kind 
permission, I will endeavor to 
answer them bath. 

Tis true, we invite respectable 
people of all nations and creeds, 
yet Canada must be Canada still, 
and they know that before they 
come. They would not settle 
here if they did not think that 
they could make a better living 
heré; and any country that gives 
aman the best living, and his 
life and property protected by 
the Crown, then that country, 
wherever it may be, is entitled to 
that man’s undivided loyalty and 
patriotism, and any man that 
can’t give that, for value re- 
ceived, the sooner he gets out 
the better for the country. There 
is no riddle about that, sir. And 
whilst every man is free here, 
within the limits of the law, yet 
he should not be free to teach a 
foreign element, to breed a divi- 
sion of sentiment, which always 
results in anarchy, and lastly 
rebellion. Cosmopolitan would 
find a worse kettle of fish if we 
allowed the flag of every nation 
represented here, and a separate 
school for each creed. Imagine a 
row of school houses every half 
mile or 80, each teaching that 
their’s was the only true religion, 
and each antagonistic to the 
other. He would find more than 
a five-cornered fight then, when 
those schools were dismissed at 
night. I think that would come 
under a ‘‘free for all.’’ Is that hie 
idea of the free country he refers 
to? If itis, he beats me. 

Now, sir, you’re right, if you 
say that we have not heard the 
last of this question. We must 
have only one non-sectarian free 
school system, and only one flag, 
if we want a peaceable and unit- 
ed people; any country that 
allows and tolerates a foreign 
element will surely come to grief, 
as the two can not trrive on the 
same soi], and patriotism cannot 
be too extensively taught to our 
children. Please allow me to give 
my idea of a national school. 
When your correspondent attend- 
ed school in Ontario some forty 
years ago a chapter was read 
from the Bible and a short prayer 
by the teacher, but there was no 
explanation “or comment thereon, 
and no child was told what he 
should believe, nor what church 
to attend, nor influenced in any 
way, and that is as it should be; 
but Rome objected to the Bible. 
She said she could not allow her 
children to hear the Bible read, 
for the children could not under- 
atand it. Does anycne Lelieve 
that was her true reason? She 
was only afraid that they would 
understand. However, the Bible 
was kicked out of the schools to 
appease the tender conscience of 
Rome. Was she satisfied then? 
No, she next said, we cannot 
allow our children to mix up with 
Protestant children. Now, sir, in 
my opinion, any church that fears 
to let its flock take its chances 
with ail the others only admits 
by that, that she has a mighty 
rotten foundation indeed. And 
any church that objects to the} 
Bible, on which our laws are 
founded, is also an enemy to the 
law and to the country, and her 
wishes should not be considered. 
Neither is it a Christian in- 
stitution, but anti-Christian pure 
and simple, and Englishman 
need not presume she is, for the 
sake of argument or anything 
else. However, it finally dawned 
upon the country that she want- 
ed separate schools, in which to 
teach the creed of a foreign 
potentate, -instead of plain 
Christian teachings of the Bible. 
Some may think that this is 
rather hard on Rome, but it is 
not more so ‘than any other, if 
there was any other that the shoe 
will fit, but fortunately there is 
no other. 

Now, Father Voisin says that 
Protestants have separate schools} 
in Quebec. The same old warcry. 
But let me say that the two races 
are not parallel, one with the 
other. If the state schools in 
Quebec had been non-sectarian, 
or if the Bible had been taught, 
instead of the Catholic catechism, 
we would not have had any 
occasion for separate schools. 

Now, sir, whilst I am willing to 
allow religious freedom to all, I 
say it should not be taught in the 
schools, let it be in the churches, 
then those that do not want to 
hear it are free to stay away. 
That is my idea of freedom, but 
such is not the case in the matter 
of schools. The law makes it com- 
pulsory to send our children to 
school, and suppose a Protestant 
lived in a separate school district | 
as I have known to be the case, ! 
then where does that man’s free- 
dom come in at? Although we 
give the right hand of fellowship 
to all, we don’t always get that in 
return, and i want to demonstrate 
the case in mind. Some years ago 
I was working at my trade and 
boarding with a family in your 
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town of Red Deer, and .when we 
came in to dinner one day we 
found a French priest also there 
for dinner, and when he nad 
shaken hands with all of the 
family,-he advanced across the 
house ‘with his hand extended, to 
shake hands with me, asking the 
proprietor in French if I was one 
of the faithful, and just before 
our hands met he received thé 
answer in the negative, and he 
dropped’ his hand and _ turned 
away. I don’t know whether that 
was Father Voisin or not, you see 
our acquaintence ‘came abruptly 
to and end before it began, and I 
did not even Jearn his name. 
Now, I want it understood that 
Ihave no quarrel with the in- 
dividual Roman Catholic. ’Tis 
the system ‘of education that is to 
blame. Thanking you, Mr.Editor, 
for past favors, and in antici- 
pation of this, I am yours for 
national schools, and consequent- 
ly a united people.

ENGLISH TITLES. . 


Why inferior Hemors Are Sometimes 
Refused by Commoners. . 
Although it costs money to be mada 
a peer, no sum can actually buy a 
British title, as may be done in some 
European countries. Honors of this 
description are in the giving. of the 
king, or, rather, his majesty bestows 
them on persons at the recommenila- 
tion of the prime minister, who really 
has the final say in the matter. Titles 
are conferred either directly or inili- 
rectly — directly when no third per 
son recommends a candidate for royal 
recognition and indirectly when a 
third person brings a candidate’s name 
forward, he having good and valid 
grounds for doing so. The former 
method, however, is the one which Is 
usually adopted. It is the duty of the 
prime minister to distinguish a name 
celebrated in politics, science, art or 
literature and to decide whether the 
merits of any given prominent person 
deserve recognition at the hands of 
the king. 

If, in the opinion of the prime min- 
ister, such a given person deserves ele- 
vation to titled rank, before the minis- 
ter takes any steps in the matter the 
favored individual is apprised of the 
prime minister's intentions by a per- 
sonal letter, in which Is conveyed the 
degree or title it is proposed to confer 
on him, subject to his approval. In 
four-+out of five cases the approval is 
givey The fifth person, who may 
have been offered a knighthood or 
perc ince a baronetcy, refuses be- 
cause his refusal may increase his 
chances of obtaining at a later day 
a higher title still—-a peerage. Armed 
with the person’s approval, the prime 
minister now takes the next step—that 
{s, obtaining his majesty’s sanction, 
which is rarely refused. 

It is seldom that a plain “Mr.” blos- 
soms straightforward into a “lord” un- 
less the circumstances are very un- 
usual, such as the reason why a peer- 
age was conferred on Mr. Morley or 
honors conferred on successful gen- 
erals in the field, as in the case of 
Wolseley, Roberts and Kitchener. As 
a genera) rule a plain “Mr.” is trans- 
formed into “Sir’—that is, knight or 
baronet—and one whe is .already a 
“@e’ and has done some signal recog- 
nition finds his reward in his ultimate 
service to the state entitling him to 
royal eleyation to the peerage.

Patient and Good Natured, Barefooted 
and White Robed. 

Paraguay is rich in local color. The 
picturesque character of the native 
population, with their quaint Indian 
features and -habits of everyday life, 
ig interesting to anybody fond of ob- 
serving strange phases of human life.

Smut and it’s. Prevention. : 


Extracts from. Government 
Reports of the Dominion of 
Canada and the United States 
with Results and Tests made by 
the Principal ~ Agriculturalists 
throughout the Continent. : 


SMUT—WHAT IT IS. 


The smuts of wheat, oats and 
barley are caused by the growth 
of minute parasite plants that 
live within the tissues of the 
grain plants. and suck their 
nourishment from the juices. 
They attack the grain plants 
when the seed germinatas and 
the young plantlet is first pushed 
out into the soil. 

If smutty seed is sown, many 
of the seeds will have particles of 
smut adhering to the bran or 
hulls of the seed. These minute 
particles are the spores of seeds 
of the smut plants, which adhére 
to. the-seed grain and usually 
germinate at the same time tnat 
the wheat or cat seed germinates 
and attack the young grain 
plants and grow within its tissues 
taking enough nourishment from 
the host plant without killing it 
and live with it until maturity 
when they replace the seeds of 
grain with smut spores. 

Smutty seed can be so treated 
as to kill the smut spores and not 
effect the vitality of the seed. 
The succeeding grain crop will be 
practically free from smut. The 
Experimental Stations recom- 
mend that Formaldehyde as 
being the cheapest and easiest 
applied and least dangerous to 
use. 

Mr. Angus MacKay, of Sas- 
katchewan Experimental Farm, 
Indian Head, Saskatchewan, 
states 17th Oct., 1908.: 

“Smut is a fungus disease, 
subject greatly to the Seasons, 
and with the poor seed sown all 
over the Province in the Spring, 
it was more general this year 
than usual, This year Formalin 
gave equally good results with 
Bluestone.”’ 


GREAT RAVAGES OF SMUT. 


It has been proved by the Ex- 
perimental Farm at Brandon from 
their tests of smutty seed that 
nearly 20 per cent of the crop 
from untreated seed was prac- 
tically free from smut. 

The loss from smut in the 
United States from wheat and 
oats probably averages fram $10,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000 a year 
each. 

The first month’s inspection of 
1908 crop, out of about 24,492,300 
bushels of wheat inspected 1,- 
516,190 bushels were rejected for 
smutt, or over 6 per cent. 

Mr. David Horn, Chief Grain 
Inspector, states these figures 
show much less smut this year 
than for several years. This is 
no doubt due to more general 
treatment. 


FORMALDEHYDE 40 PER CENT. 


The amount of formalin used 
in the treatment of grain, es- 
pecially wheat and oats for the 
prevention of smut increases 
yearly and very rapidly. In 
Manitoba and the North-West 
generally it has very largely re- 
placed bluestone, due no doubt 
in a measure to the ease with 
which the solution may be pre- 
pared, simple dilution being all 
that is necessary. The results of 
the formalin treatment have been 
highly satisfactory, and there is 
ample proof that Formalin is a 
most efficient smut destroyer. 

NoTe.—Formalin is a trade 
name for a 40 per cent solution 
of Formaldehyde. 


FORMALDEHYDE ALWAYS 
- MENDED. 


Mr. Bedford, late Supt. 
Brandon’ Experimental Farm 
stated that the formaldehyde 
treatment has been found to give 
excellent results in the Experi- 
mental Farm both for wheat and 
oats. 

The Chief Inspector of Weeda, 
Province of Saskatchewan states: 
“In regard to Formalin, 1 may 
say we have been in the habit of 
recommending it for the treat- 
ment of seed grain for the pre- 
vention of smut and there is no 
doubt beneficial results are at- 
tained and its use is increasing 
rapidly in Saskatchewan.” 

Prof. L. H. Bolley, Dept. 
Biology and Experiment Station 
Botany, North Dakota, states: 
‘I may say that there is no seed 
disinfected which can do such 
satisfactory work as Formalde- 
hyde. We recommend its use 
for the treatment of all forms of 
seeds especially wheat, oats, 
barley and flax.’’ 

L. H. Newman,B §S A., Secty. 
Canadian Seed Growers Assoc- 
iation, states: ‘‘The value of 
Formaldehyde as a_ fungicide 
when properly used seems to be 
undisputed and its use should be 
encouraged.”’ 

University of Wisconsin, Ex- 
perimental Station, Bulletin No. 
111, states: ‘‘Where 
have used Formaldehyde treat- 
ment as directed, the crop was 
free from smut or only a trace 
could be found and the smut in 
the State has thus been appre- 
ciably lessoned.”’ 

“SUMMARY: Procure the 
plumpest, best colored grain you 
can get for seed. Use no other 
if it can be avoided. It is a 
much more certain way of getting

Treat all\the seed used. - 
“TREATMENT: Use For- 
maldehyde 40 per cent at the rate 
of one pound of the liquid to 87 
to 40 Imperial - Gallon’ of water, 
Apply this water.solution to the 
seed grain in an manner which 
allows all the grain to become 
moist over the entire surface, 

“sprinkling and shovelling is 
aa effective as dipping if well 
done and of course much more 
rapid. A small hand spray pump 
will be fouud very useful for ap- 
plying the solution. Puiace the 
grain upon a tight floor space or 
On a canvass, spray or sprinkle 
on the solution and shovel or rake 
over the grain until seen to be 
evenly moist. Leave piled and. 
cover over with sacks or blankets 
for two hours before sowing. 

‘“‘The grain for seed should be 
measured before treatment and 
again before seeding to ascertain 
how the drill should be set in 
order to sow the required amount 
of the swelled seed. The same 
methed’ of treatment prevents 
smut of oats, barley and millet. 

“It takes from oue-half tu. three 
fourths of a gallon of the solution 
to each bushél of wheat and one 
to one and one quarter gallons 
to each bushel of oats, barley or 
millet. , 

“The same solution prevents 
potato scab, if the tubers are 
soaked in it for one and one-half 
hours before being cut for plant- 
ing.” 

IMPORTANT DIRECTIONS, 


All authorities on the subject 
are unanimously of the opinion 
that Formaldehyde of standard 
quality and used in correct pro- 
portions, is the only effective 
destroying agent of grain smut. 

FORMALDEHYDE is a Jiquid 
which if full strength should con- 
tain 88-40 per cent of Formalde- 
hyde gas. It is easily mixed with 
water (alkali water may be used 
satisfactorily) and the solution 
recommended by authorities is 
not poisonous to (arm animals 
and will not injure implements, 
clothing or sacks coming in con- 
tact with ‘it. 

APPLICATION: The simplest 
method of using Fermaldehyde 
consists of mixing one pound 
(avoirdupois) of 40 per cent. 
Formaldehyde with 82 to 40 Im- 
perial gallons of water, spreading 
the grain on the granary floor 
and sprinkling this solution over 
the seed grain, at the same time 
shove lling it over until the seed 
is thoroughly moistened, then 
pile and cover with sacks or 
blankets for two hours so the gas 
will penetrate amongst all the 
the grains, then spread out to dry 
and sow within 24 houre if pos- 
sible. : 

Don’t use badly smutted grain 
for seed, but if it is necessary 
to do so, it is better to immerze it 
in the above solution for 5 to 10 
minutes, -or use a pickler then 
spread out to dry. 

COST. A pound of Formalde- 
hyde mixed with 32 to 40 Imperial 
gallona of water will treat about 
45-55 bushels of wheat, but less 
oats and barley as the softer 
grains take up more liquid, hence 
the cost is trifling.

“mountain sickness,” the lutter in all 
probability a neurosis, are the two 
chief difficulties that beset the average 
mountain climber. With some the re- 
spiratory organs virtually collapse, pro- 
ducing an almost suffocation. 

Weak hearts fre fatal to the ambi- 
tions of the wef be mountain climb- 
er. The heart st be not only struc: 
turally sound, but well exercised and 
in good condition, or the strain tells 
quickly. If one has not nerves of 
stee) they go to pieces once the 15,- 
000 foot mark {is passed, The rarefied 
atmosphere plays havoc with weak 
Jungs even earlier. 

Bleeding from the nose and ears {Is 
not infrequent, though far less prev- 
alent than the reports of early explor- 
ers would Indicate it was experienced 
in their day. A partial suffocation Is 
more often encountered. 

So mountain climbing is no work for 
o weakling. Miss Peck, however, ex- 
perienced none of these troubles. She 
has been mountain climbing nearly 
twenty years. ‘The Matterhorn, pride 
of the Alps, was among her first con- 
quests. Five years ago she scaled the 
hitherto inaccessible beights of Mount 
Sorntn, 22,000 fect, the highest peak 
in Bolivia. 


Medicines to Take on a Journey. 

There are certain household reme- 
dies, substitutes for a physician’s serv- 
ices, that should be carried along, even 
if one is going away for a week only. 
Of these bicarbonate of soda Is one of 
the simplest cures for indigestion and 
acid stomach, and half a teaspoonful 
in lalf a glass of water may relieve 
an attack of gastritis. Five cents’ 
worth of this drug fs enough to take 
under ordinary conditions, and it can 
be ensily carried in a pasteboard box. 

Peroxide of hydrogen or some other 
equally good antiseptic should not be 
omitted from the’ medicine chest. One 
cannot be too careful to disinfect a 
small cut or pin prick, and the slight-

Ata meeting in Red Deer he 
scorned the idea of duck hunting 
with a Lrass band, but it was 
lain to everybody at Evarts on 
the 16th that he was not above 
playing the old game ef the thim- 
ble and the pea. His remarks 
to Mr. Brumpton to say the least 
were ungentlemanly and uncalled 
for, and altho Mr. Brumpton did 
not geta fair chance to reply 
what he did say was loudly ap- 
plauded.
